It is intended to 
convey the impression that the Millers’ 
National Association is at the head of 
and allied with the various state organ- 
izations mentioned. and that the gentle- 
men whose names are given as members 
of the board of directors, are really a 
part of the same. Were this true, the de- 
funct association might well claim to 
represent something and to have some 
real right to be regarded as a national 
association of millers. Doubtless the in- 
nocent and guileless are deluded by the 
respectable list of names and associations 
presented in this misleading statement, 
but those who happen to be familiar 
with the subject are fully aware that the 
formidable and imposing front is a mere 
sham; that many of the state associations 





named are moribund and have had no 
meetings for years; that others are not 
allied with the so-called national associa- 
tion at all, and that many of the “direct- 
ors” are not even members. The present 
alleged Millers’ National Association is a 
mere sham and pretense. It has no 
strength whatever, nor has it any real 
foundation in the trade itself. Its claims 
are bolstered up by fictitious statements 
and it is a thing of shreds and patches. 
We hate frauds and shams, and can not 
abide misrepresentations meant to cover 
utter weakness; therefore we take pleas- 
ure in analyzing the above list of officers 
and allied organizations and showing the 
plain truth. —_ 


As To the state associations alleged to 
be allied with the so-called Millers’ Na- 
tional Association, the secretary of the 
Indiana association, speaking for his or- 
ganization, says: “I have been secretary 
of the Indiana state association for over 
two years, and never, in that time, have 
I heard or seen anything to indicate that 
we had any connection whatever with 
the national association. The old Indi- 
ana association, as I understand it, was 
a part of the millers’ national, but upon 
its reorganization in 1888 it became an 
entirely new and distinct organization, 
and I can not find anything in the min- 
utes of the association or correspond- 
ence or anything else to indicate that it 
was connected with the national in any 
way.”

THE Maryland association is given a 
place in this humbuging list, and Mr. 
Macgill, of Baltimore, is named as a 
member of the “board.” Mr. J. Olney 
Norris, who appears as secretary of this 
imaginary association, writes us as fol- 
lows: “The Maryland association passed 
out of existence several years ago. The 
writer is out of active business now and 
has been for nearly two years past.” If 
there is no such thing as a Maryland 
Millers’ Association, how can it appoint 
Mr. Macgill to represent it on the nation- 
al association’s alleged “board”? 





THE Minnesota state association is 
deader than a smelt. It has had no meet- 
ings for four years or more. It was or- 
ganized for patent protection, and, un- 
like the national association, had the 
sense to die when its time came. It has 
neither directors nor secretary, and the 
name listed as belonging to its president 
is that of the gentleman who last held the 
office. The Minnesota association is a 
myth and a memory, and a call for a 
meeting of Egyptian mummies would 
bring out a better attendance than one 
issued to its list of former members. 
Nevertheless, the name of this almost 
forgotten organization appears on this 
statement, and it is supposed to elect not 
only a representative on the board but 
one who is also a member of the “execu- 
tive committee!”

NorrH Daxora appears as an ally of 
the fragmentary national association. 
The secretary of this organization (his 
name on the list is G. A. Winters, but 
he, himself, thinks it is G. H.) writes: 
“We were requested to ally ourselves 
with the national by Mr. Barry at a per- 
sonal visit from him about two years ago, 
and the association was requested to 
name a representative who would be 
placed on the directory of the national 
association. Since that time it appears 
that our director has been disbarred 
from sitting, owing to the North Dakota 
Millers’ Association not having twenty- 
five units of capacity represented in mem- 
bership. If it was the intention to dis- 
bar us, I fail to see what was to be gained 
by affiliation, except that at that time 
our association felt that if its affiliation 
would assist the national in its efforts, 
we could willingly lend our names. We 
have not had any correspondence with 
the national association for eighteen 
months, and, so far as I know officially, 
there may be no such association.” If 
this organization is not connected with 
the national association, why and for 
what purpose is it so represented, and 
what right has the name of another “di- 
rector” to be on the list?

SPEAKING of “directors,” let us turn 
our attention to the “board,” as set forth 
by the secretary of this alleged Millers’ 
National Association, and analyze it. Ac- 
cording to this published statement, 
there are fourteen members of the 
“board.” As the associations of Mary- 
land, Minnesota, Missouri and New York 
are either dead or moribund, it is mani- 
fest that the members who are down as 
their representatives can not very well 
act in this capacity, hence, at one fell 
swoop, we reduce the number of imagin- 
ary “directors” in this very illusive asso- 
ciation to ten. Indiana, North Dakota 
and Ohio disclaim any connection with 
the “national” organization, and there- 
fore the “board” at once shrinks to seven 
members, to wit, those representing IIli- 
nois, Kansas, Michigan, Nebraska, Penn- 
sylvania, South Dakota and Wisconsin. 
These seven states, having active asso- 
ciations, might reasonably be exnected 
to send members to the “board,” who 
would properly administer and look after 
the affairs of the association. Do they? 
Let us see. From Kansas we have not 
heard. but we do not think that the sec- 
retary of the Millers “National” Associa- 
tion will claim that Mr. Underwood has 
ever attended a meeting of his influen- 
tial and powerful directors. We doubt 
very much if Mr. Coombs, of Michigan, 
has ever been present at a meeting of the 
“board” and we question if be knows he 
is a member of it. Mr. Small, of Penn- 
sylvanis, while he believes in millers’ or- 
ganizations, has never attended a meet- 
ing of the “board of directors” of this 
“national” association since he was elect- 
ed or appointed to represent his state.

Iam not prepared 
in any way to censure the officers of the as- 
sociation, but there is a break in the rank 
and file somewhere, and it looks as though 
the national association had outlived its use- 
fulness.

Tuts is awful! It shows that one of 
the three remaining “directors” is not 
even a member of the association. This 
leaves two out of the fourteen, one from 
Wisconsin and one from Illinois. We have 
not written either of these gentlemen, 
and therefore can not say with certainty 
that even they are members of the board; 
but, as one of them is president and the 
other first vice president of the Millers’ 
“National” Association, it would appear 
probable that they, at least, were willing 
to be called “directors.” Three out 
of the five officers of the “national” asso- 
ciation are from Milwaukee, but, inas- 
much as the only two directors left were 
from Illinois and Wisconsin—the first be- 
ing first vice president—the rest must 
necessarily be from the latter state.

_ THE secretary of the Indiana associa- 
tion, as quoted in the preceding, dis- 











claims all knowledge of any connection 
with the alleged “national” association. 
In order to make his denial more em- 
phatic, we quote from a letter recently 
received from Mr. M. S. Blish, who ap- 
pears as “director” for Indiana: “A 
friend, who is a prominent officer of the 
Indiana Millers’ Association, mails us a 
copy of the current number of the Unit- 
ed States Miller and calls attention to 
the page devoted to association matters, 
where it is no doubt intended for the 
reader to gather the impression that a 
close and active connection exists be- 
tween the Indiana association and the 
national association as now maintained 
by the spring wheat clique at Milwau, 
kee. We say this impression is intended 
because the facts in the case are directly 
opposed to any connection between the 
two organizations. In the first place, our 
state association has no member in the 
directory of the national association, and 
therefore has no voice in its deliberations. 
True, the editor of the United States 
Miller has made use of the writer’s name 
in that connection, but he should know, 
or at any rate Secretary Barry does know, 
that the writer is not even a member of 
the national association, and has not been 
for two years past. ‘The only national 
directory meeting I ever attended was 
the one held at Minneapolis in the sum- 
mer of 1890, where the most important 
business done was dragging in the ‘ghost 
and red-fire’ patent business before poor 
Arnold of Minnesota. I have never con- 
sidered myself a member of the national 
association since the meeting held at that 
time, and, according to Barry’s rulings, 
have been ‘fired’ long since. As to 
whether the Indiana association desires 
to be known as a branch of the national 
association, I take it upon myself to as- 
sert that I am positive we do not. The 
millers of Indiana would be only too 
glad to become identified, either as mem- 
bers, or as constuting a section, of a mill- 
ers’ association formed on a broad, na- 
tional basis, with definite aims and pur- 
poses, but with the ‘remains’ now oper- 
ated at Milwaukee we claim no part nor 
parcel. The fact that Barry thus makes 
public parade of an alleged connection 
between our state association and the 
organization he claims to be operating, 
while in private he rules that we have 
no seat in his directory, points to the be- 
lief on his part in some advantage to be 
gained in such misrepresentation, and it 
is to point out this deceit that I have 
written.”

Tue foregoing is rather frank and free 
language from a “director,” is it not? 
But we are not quite through yet. Mr. 
J. M. Turner, of Mandan, North Dakota, 
who is on the list as a member of the 
board of directors of the Millers’ Na- 
tional Association, writes as follows: “I 
am not adirector of the national associa- 
tion, and am not even a member, having 
allowed my membership to lapse when 
the last draft for dues was presented. I 
was named by the North Dakota Millers’ 
Association as its representative to the 
national when our association was in- 
duced to affiiliate with the national, but 
it appears by the constitution of the na- 
tional that directors would only be al- 
lowed from state associations having a 
membership of at least 25 units of ca- 
pacity, and, as we did not have that 
membership, I could not sit with the di- 
rectors. Mr. Barry knows thie, and I 
can not see why he should use my name 
or allow it to be used by any officer of 
the association as a director.”

It has 
since been increased to 400 bble, and oc- 
cupies a prominent position among the 
mills of Minnesota. Besides having a 
good local trade, it sells a great deal of 
tiour in Iowa, Illinois, Wisconsin and 
Missouri, and likewise in European mar- 
kets. The company is composed of E. 
G. Pahl, Wm. Koch and Geo. Schmidt. 
Mr. Pahl gives general direction to the 
business, while Mr. Koch looks after the 
operation of the firm’s line of elevators, 
and Mr. Schmidt attends to the wheat 
buying. Each is experienced and well 
qualified for his particular field of work, 
and united the trio makes astrong team. 
Mr. Pahl made a trip to Europe two years 
ago, and, while there, laid the foundation 
for the mill’s large export trade. Mr. 
Pahl is one of the leading citizens of New 
Ulm, and is often called upon to give the 
city the benefit of his ripe experience in 
the administration of its affairs. 

The more promiment brands of the 
company are: Patent—‘White Lily” and 
“Baby Ruth”; bakers’—‘Conquest” and 
“Snow Flake.” These brands stand very 
high, on account of their great strength 
and large bread-yielding qualities. 

NEW ULM ROLLER MILL CO. 

The mill of this company was erected 
in 1874, as a bubr mill of 100 bbls capac- 
ity. It was changed to rolls in 1881, with 
capacity of 250 bbls. Chas. L. Roos, who 
has acted as manager for three years 
past, and H.S. Kennedy, who is consid- 
ered one of the best elevator and wheat 
men in the northwest, lately secured a 
controlling interest in the company, and 
at once set about improving and enlarg- 
ing the mill so that it would produce 3.0 
bbls daily. Both are wideawake men, 
thoroughly conversant with their busi- 
ness, and they promise to get their ful] 
proportion of the large trade that comes 
to New Ulm. No flour stands higher on 
its intrinsic merits than do this compa- 
ny’s brands, “Angelina” and “Bon Ton,” 
patents, and “Hercules,” bakers’. The 
company has a large trade in Iowa, III- 
inois, Wisconsin and New England, and 
also does a liberal amount of exporting. 

ELEVATOR CAPACITY. 

The Empire and New Ulm companies 
jointly operate a line of elevators which 
extend as far west on the Northwestern 
road as the Missouri river. These houses 
handle nearly 600,000 bus of grain annu- 
ally. The two mills take the choicest of 
the wheat thus handled for their own 
grinding, and allow the rest to go to 
other markets. At New Ulm the Em- 
pire company has 85,000 bus’ storage and 
the New Ulm company 30,000 bus. It 
will thus be seen that both companies 
have exceptional facilities for getting 
their wheat supply. 

Steam furnishes the entire motive 
power, Iowa coal of good quality being 
procured at $2.50@2.75 per ton. 


At Glenville, Minn., Long & Merrill 
are building a 75 bbl mil], and Johnson 
& Stevenson are engeged in a similar en- 
terprise at Aldan, Minn. The Barnard 
& Leas Mfg. Co., J. M. Allen, agent, has 
the contract in both cases. Westing- 
house engines are to be used. Mr. Allen 
bas also secured the contract to build a 
50 bbl m ll for Frank La Crosse, at Peli- 
can Lake, Minn. The new 100 bbl mill 
at Parketon, S. D. is running and the 
Barnard & Leas Co. will also have the 
100 bbl mill of the Alliance Milling Co. 
at Milnor, S. D., going in about two 
weeks. The new mills at Bristol, S. D., 
and Delavan, Minn., built by the same 
company, have been placed in operation.

The amount of flour ground here last 
week was the lightest for any week in 
the past three months. Anchor ice both- 
ered a great deal Thursday and Friday, 
and most of the mills lost time in conse- 
quence. The week’s output was 186,790 
bb:s—averaging 31,131 bbls daily— 
against 221,990 the week before, 161,200 
for the corresponding time in 1891, and 
188,170 in 1890. While the river is frozen 
over this week, so that anchor ice is no 
longer giving trouble, a shortage of wa- 
ter power is felt, and most of the mills, 
unless using steam, have been greatly re- 
stricted in their operations, several being 
forced to temporarily stop work. The 
water power company has been com- 
pelled to enfurce the rule as to shutting 
off enough power takers, in the order of 
dates of leases, 80 that the head of water 
can be kept up. While 140 mill powers 
(75 hp each) were in use Monday, the wa- 
ter suddenly dropped so that yesterday 
100 of these had to be cut off. It is be- 
lieved that ice gorges formed in the riv- 
er, temporarily holding the water back, 
and that after a day or two this barrier 
will be broken, insuring a rather bet- 
ter power than now prevails. It is 
realized, nevertheless, that low water 
is upon us to stay, and that the 
output hereafter must be much lighter. 
A year ago the shortege of power showed 
itself about a month earlier than it has 
this season. The output for this week 
is very hard to estimate, though it is safe 
to say that the figures will show a con- 
siderable decrease as compared with 
those of last week. The mills havesofar 
been able to get their products taken for 
lake shipment, but doubtless there will 
be agood deal that will not get through 
and will be subject toall-rail rates. On- 
ly a few lines are now taking shipments, 
and this week will wind them up. Sales 
of patent the past week have been about 
equal to the output, and were mainly to 
the domestic trade. There was no spe- 
cial activity, but, by hard work, it was 
poss ble to get rid of what was manufact- 
ured. The better class of low grades 
have shown some improvement and have 
been sold rather freely. This leaves bak- 
érs’ as the neglected grade, and accumu- 
lations are not uncommon. Foreign 
trade is extremely dull, bids usually be- 
ing 6d@1s below the views of millers. 
Orders taken have, therefore, been few, 
and prices are largely nominal. The di- 
rect export shipments by the mills last 
week were 61,200 bbls, against 72,290 
bbls the preceding week. London quo- 
tations, per 280 lbs,c.i.f., are: Patent, 
253 94@26s 3d; bakers,’ 18s@19s; low 
grades, 11s 64@12s 6d.

The water power was extremely short 
this (Wednesday) morning, and, while 20 
mills were running, the m: st of the flour 
being ground was by steam power.

Iam not prepared 
in any way to censure the officers of the as- 
sociation, but there is a break in the rank 
and file somewhere, and it looks as though 
the national association had outlived its use- 
fulness.

Tus is awful! It shows that one of 
the three remaining “directors” is not 
even a member of the association. This 
leaves two out of the fourteen, one from 
Wisconsin and one from Illinois. We have 
not written either of these gentlemen, 
and therefore can not say with certainty 
that even they are members of the board;

claims all knowledge of any connection 
with the alleged “national” association. 
In order to make his denial more em- 
phatic, we quote from a letter recently 
received from Mr. M. S. Blish, who ap- 
pears as “director” for Indiana: “A 
friend, who is a prominent officer of the 
Indiana Millers’ Association, mails us a 
copy of the current number of the Unit- 
ed States Miller and calls attention to 
the page devoted to association matters, 
where it is no doubt intended for the 
reader to gather the impression that a 
close and active connection exists be- 
tween the Indiana association and the 
national association as now maintained 
by the spring wheat clique at Milwau, 
kee. We say this impression is intended 
because the facts in the case are directly 
opposed to any connection between the 
two organizations. In the first place, our 
state association has no member in the 
directory of the national association, and 
therefore has no voice in its deliberations. 
True, the editor of the United States 
Miller has made use of the writer’s name 
in that connection, but he should know, 
or at any rate Secretary Barry does know, 
that the writer is not even a member of 
the national association, and has not been 
for two years past. The only national 
directory meeting I ever attended was 
the one held at Minneapolis in the sum- 
mer of 1890, where the most important 
business done was dragging in the ‘ghost 
and red-tire’ patent business before poor 
Arnold of Minnesota. I have never con- 
sidered myself a member of the national 
association since the meeting held at that 
time, and, according to Barry’s rulings, 
have been ‘fired’ long since. As to 
whether the Indiana association desires 
to be known as a branch of the national 
association, I take it upon myself to as- 
sert that I am positive we do not. The 
millers of Indiana would be only too 
glad to become identified, either as mem- 
bers, or as constuting a section, of a mill- 
ers’ association formed on a broad, na- 
tional basis, with definite aims and pur- 
poses, but with the ‘remains’ now oper- 
ated at Milwaukee we claim no part nor 
parcel. The fact that Barry thus makes 
public parade of an alleged connection 
between our state association and the 
organization he claims to be operating, 
while in private he rules that we have 
no seat in his directory, points to the be- 
lief on his part in some advantage to be 
gained in such misrepresentation, and it 
is to point out this deceit that I have 
written.”

Tue foregoing is rather frank and free 
language from a “director,” is it not? 
But we are not quite through yet. Mr. 
J. M. Turner, of Mandan, North Dakota, 
who is on the list as a member of the 
board of directors of the Millers’ Na- 
tional Association, writes as follows: “I 
am not adirector of the national associa- 
tion, and am not even a member, having 
allowed my membership to lapse when 
the last draft for dues was presented. I 
was named by the North Dakota Millers’ 
Association as its representative to the 
national when our association was in- 
duced to affiiliate with the national, but 
it appears by the constitution of the na- 
tional that directors would only be al- 
lowed from state associations having a 
membership of at least 25 units of ca- 
pacity, and, as we did not have that 
membership, I could not sit with the di- 
rectors. Mr. Barry knows this, and I 
can not see why he should use my name 
or allow it to be used by any officer of 
the association as a director.”

Mr. Pahl gives general direction to the 
business, while Mr. Koch looks after the 
operation of the firm’s line of elevators, 
and Mr. Schmidt attends to the wheat 
buying. Each is experienced and well 
qualified for his particular field of work, 
and united the trio makes astrong team. 
Mr. Pahl made atrip to Europe two years 
ago, and, while there, laid the foundation 
for the mill’s large export trade. Mr. 
Pahl is one of the leading citizens of New 
Ulm, and is often called upon to give the 
city the benefit of his ripe experience in 
the administration of its affairs. 

The more promiment brands of the 
company are: Patent—“White Lily” and 
“Baby Ruth”; bakers’—“Conquest” and 
“Snow Flake.” These brands stand very 
high, on account of their great strength 
and large bread-yielding qualities. 

NEW ULM ROLLER MILL CO. 

The mill of this company was erected 
in 1874, as a buhr mill of 100 bbls capac- 
ity. It was changed to rolls in 1881, with 
capacity of 250 bbls. Chas. L. Roos, who 
has acted as manager for three years 
past, and H. S. Kennedy, who is consid- 
ered one of the best elevator and wheat 
men in the northwest, lately secured a 
controlling interest in the company, and 
at once set about improving and enlarg- 
ing the mill so that it would produce 3.0 
bbls daily. Both are wideawake men, 
thoroughly conversant with their busi- 
ness, and they promise to get their ful] 
proportion of the large trade that comes 
to New Ulm. No flour stands higher on 
its intrinsic merits than do this compa- 
ny’s brands, “Angelina” and “Bon Ton,” 
patents, and “Hercules,” bakers’. The 
company has a large trade in Iowa, II- 
inois, Wisconsin and New England, and 
also does a liberal amount of exporting. 

ELEVATOR CAPACITY. 

The Empire and New Ulm companies 
jointly operate a line of elevators which 
extend as far west on the Northwestern 
road as the Missouri river. These houses 
handle nearly 600,000 bus of grain annu- 
ally. The two mills take the choicest of 
the wheat thus handled for their own 
grinding, and allow the rest to go to 
other markets. At New Ulm the Em- 
pire company has 85,000 bus’ storage and 
the New Ulm company 30,000 bus. It 
will thus be seen that both companies 
have exceptional facilities for getting 
their wheat supply. 

Steam furnishes the entire motive 
power, Iowa coal of good quality being 
procured at $2.50@2.75 per ton. 


At Glenville, Minn., Long & Merrill 
are building a 75 bbl mil], and Johnson 
& Stevenson are engeged in a similar en- 
terprise at Aldan, Minn. The Barnard 
& Leas Mfg. Co., J. M. Allen, agent, has 
the contract in both cases. Westing- 
house engines are to be used. Mr. Allen 
bas also secured the contract to build a 
50 bbl m Il for Frank La Crosse, at Peli- 
can Lake, Minn. The new 100 bbl mill 
at Parkston, S. D. is running and the 
Barnard & Leas Co. will also have the 
100 bbl mill of the Alliance Milling Co. 
at Milnor, S. D., going in about two 
weeks. The new mills at Bristol, S. D., 
and Delavan, Minn., built by the same 
company, have been placed in operation.

The amount of flour ground here last 


week was the lightest for any week in 
the past three months. Anchor ice both- 


ered a great deal Thursday and Friday, 


and most of the mills lost time in conse- 
quence.

against 221,990 the week before, 161,200 


for the corresponding time in 1891, and 
188,170 in 1890. While the river is frozen 
over this week, so that anchor ice is no 
longer giving trouble, a shortage of wa- 
ter power is felt, and most of the mille, 
unless using steam, have been greatly re- 
stricted in their operations, several being 
forced to temporarily stop work. The 
water power company has been com- 
pelled to enforce the rule as to shutting 
off enough power takers, in the order of 
dates of leases, so that the head of water 
can be kept up. While 140 mill powers 
(75 hp each) were in use Monday, the wa- 
ter suddenly dropped so that yesterday 
100 of these had to be cut off. It is be- 
lieved that ice gorges formed in the riv- 
er, temporarily holding the water back, 
and that after a day or two this barrier 
will be broken, insuring a rather bet- 
ter power than now prevails. It is 
realized, nevertheless, that low water 
is upon us to stay, and that the 
output hereafter must be much lighter. 
A year ago the shortege of power showed 
itself about a month earlier than it has 
this season. The output for this week 
is very hard to estimate, though it is safe 
to say that the figures will show a con- 
siderable decrease as compared with 
those of last week. The mills haveso far 
been able to get their products taken for 
lake shipment, but doubtless there will 
be agood deal that will not get through 
and will be subject toall-rail rates. On- 
ly a few lines are now taking shipments, 
and this week will wind them up. Sales 
of patent the past week have been about 
equal to the output, and were mainly to 
the domestic trade. There was no spe- 
cial activity, but, by hard work, it was 
poss ble to get rid of what was manufact- 
ured. The better class of low grades 
have shown some improvement and have 
been sold rather freely. This leaves bak- 
érs’ as the neglected grade, and accumu- 
lations are not uncommon. Foreign 
trade is extremely dull, bids usually be- 
ing 6d@1s below the views of millers. 
Orders taken have, therefore, been few, 
and prices are largely nominal. The di- 
rect export shipments by the mills last 
week were 61,200 bbls, against 72,290 
bbls the preceding week. London quo- 
tations, per 280 lbs,c.i.f., are: Patent, 
253 94@263 3d; bakers,’ 18s@19s; low 
grades, lls 64@12s 6d.

But the central traf- 
fic association is different. It is tough- 
er than its effete brethren of thé east, 
and is willing to be talked to in small 
Websterian jags, so about the only thing 
left for the present is to take the road 
leading to Chicago, and speak our little 
piece to the Chicago end of the railroad 
monopoly, and, if we fail there, conjure 
our brains for another opehing where we 
can make an attack. This rate question 
is all wrong, and somebody must see that 
it is righted, s0 we may consider our- 
selves entered on a winter rate campaign.

A 10c 
rate was ruling from Milwaukee to Ohio 
points before Oct. 10, and the same rate 
18 still in existence, while the poor, down- 
trodden, uncomplaining Ohio miller pays 
his 5c or 7c per bbl advance, just because 
there is not some one spending all his 
time making life so miserable for the 
railroad agent that he gives in from sheer 
exhaustion. So send in your pledges and 
we'll exhaust the magnate in the next six 
mouths.

Minneapo is, Nov. 23. 
There were fewer developments than 
usual the past week in the range and 
fluctuations of wheat prices. Business 
on the grain exchanges seemed to be 
re mainly upon the basis of sale 
urchase of ald ry tee the trad- 
g ne Ger necessitated. had been ex- 
ted that when the weohs movement 
ell off, so as to be materially below last 
year’s movement, a rally from the late 
and present depression would follow. 
Now the general receipts of wheat are 
approximately 2,000,000 bus a week less 
than they were at the same time last 
year, and wheat prices yet hold to the 
same level as before. It is true that the 
receipts in the northwest are large, but 
they are smaller than they were a year 
ago. Minneapolis is the only place that 
still gets more than came in last year. 
Last week the local receipts were 2,177,- 
630 bus, against 1,897,360 for the corre- 
sponding week last year. Duluth got 
900,000 bus less than in last year for the 
same week, and Chicago some 
500,000 bus less. St. Louis, To- 
ledo, Detroit, etc, are also lower| 
than inlast year. If the visible supply 
were smaller, the decline in receipts of 
the country would have a greater in- 
fluence, perhaps. Or, if stocks had not 
accumulated beyond expectation of im- 
portant reduction, the market might not 
be so flat. ‘While the trade is still full of 
the idea that something will happen to 
lift the great burden from. the market, 
the bulk of the members are discouraged 
and make no effort to assist the relief. 
Seventy million bus of wheat that there 
is no present use for is.to be carried,and 
a cost of 64¢c per bu is accepted for car- 
rying it from December to.May, when, if 
calculated upon the basis of present in- 
terest rates, it ought not to be more 
than two-thirds as much. Yet the dif- 
ference is not so great as it was last 
year, though it was too high then, and, 
instead of cash wheat advancing to the 
price of May, the latter fell to the price 
of cash wheat and below. A year ago 
May wheat was worth 95c and spot 87c. 
In May they had both dropped to 80c. 
Then the visible supply was only 38,000,- 
000 bus and now prices for May are with- 
in 6c of as much, and the visible supply 
practically is 70,000,000 bus, and is in- 
creasing by the "addition of 2,0U0,000 to 
3,000,000 bus more each week. Prices 
are low, too low to cover cost, but not 
lower than should be expected, ‘perhaps, 

in view of the position.

wanted yet for export, for stocks in Eu- 
rope are decreasing, though the low fig- 
ures that we sell for paralyze exporting 
competitors of all other countries. Rus- 
sia is said to offer freely, but holds over 
us, and India is sending but little to Eu- 
rope, either from exhaustion or by rea- 
son of our low prices. Russian news is 
mostly comfirmatory of a moderate out- 
look for the winter crops, though the 
finance minister gives it out that the 
prospect is i x except in the

With that view they 
are buying of us, which confirms strong- 
ly the theory that, under all the circum- 
stances, our wheat i is cheap. It is notice- 
able that they do not bid for May deliv- 
ery 6@7c above the price of December, 
as is done on this side. About 9d per qr 
is the difference, which is less than 214c 
per bu for a premium on May above spot 
prices. 

The winter wheat crop has not made a 
great stand, as too little rain has fallen 
through the regions raising most of it 
and late dry weather had a bad effect on 
the grain and fields of the Pacific coast. 
The weather was not favorable for the 
sown fields in California nor Oregon, and 
in Washington farmers are sowing and 
preparing to sow upon stubble, as they 

id in North Dakota last spring. ‘The 
season is not too late, however, for rains 
to be of some benetit yet, nor is it too 





late for possibilities of good yield. The 
spring wheat country was never better 
prepared for the seeding time than it is 
this season.

Some flour is be- 
ing taken for shipment across lake via 
Kewaunee. There is every probally 
that a great deal of flour shipped with 
the idea of going by lake-and-rail, will 
fail to get throvgh, and then have to pay 
all-rail rates. However, there are strong 
intimations that all-rail rates are being 
shaded enough, at least, to offset the 2c 
differential which the across-lake lines 
are supposed to possess over all-rail.

PACIFIC COAST NOTES. 


D.F. Bernal, has bought from C. S. 
Laumeister, the mill at Livermore, Cal., 
together with the electric light plant, and 
the water works known as the Liver- 
more Deep Well Co. C. A. McClain has 
leased the mill from Mr. Bernal for one 
year, with the privilege of three. 


On Nov. 4, the flooring of the storage 
room at the Riverside mill at Carson, 
Nev., gave way, precipitating between 
18,000 and 20,000 bus wheat to the 
ground. A quantity of the wheat rolled 
into a ditch about 30 feet from the build- 
ing and was carried away. The loss is 
estimated at $3,000, which includes the 
damage done to the building. 


Speaking of the wheat situation in the 
Pacific northwest, the Tacoma Ledger 
says: Mr. Ingersoll, of the Tacoma 
Warehouse & Elevator Co., is authority 
forthe statement that there is no dan- 
ger of a wheat blockade. The receipts, 
he says, are about 125 carloads a day on 
the average, and the number of cars in 
the yards is not larger than is usual at 
this time of the year. The loading of 
ships will not be done in bulk, as the 
underwriters refuse to insure if more 
than one-third of the cargo is in bulk. 
One ship has taken her cargo this way, 
but no ship ever left the Pacific coast 
without some portion of her cargo 
sacked, although loading entirely in 
bulk is a common thing in the east, as 
the voyage to the United Kingdom is 
short compared with the distance from 
here. Mr. Ingersoll says the elevators are 
keeping up very nicely, and he believes 
the aggregate shipments fromthis port 
for 1892-3 will exceed those of1891-2 by

The better feeling and broader trading 
noted in the Baltimore flour market a 
week ago, still continue. Values are 
practically unchanged, but there has 
been considerable doing at old prices, 
both for export and local account. Con- 
fidence is gradually returning all along 
the line; and, as it is deemed compara- 
tively safe to stock up at present prices, 
trading has been more general and of 
larger proportions than for some ‘time. 
This has applied more particularly to 
winters, however, as supplies of old 
springs have not been sufficiently re- 
duced as yet to warrant the trade in act- 
ively taking hold of the new. We are 
approaching a season of the year that is 
usually very dul] in this market, and 
that, too, no doubt, has a tendency to 
make buyers conservative and cautious; 
but, as the unexpected generally hap- 
pens, the reverse may be the experience 
this year; if so, who will it catch nap 
ping and without low-priced stock? The 
man who abstains from carrying flour at 
current rates, deserves no sympathy 
whatever, should the market suddenly 
advance and he be found without stock. 
This is the time of all times to have flour 
and plenty of it. 

Winter patents, straights, clears and 
extras, on the spot, to arrive and near 
by, range respectively at $3.90@4.20.

New hard wheat still sells rather slow- 
ly, but local millers are getting ready to 
use it in quantity soon, so that it will 
now gradually assume the position of the 
regular article. They claim that this is 
one of the few localities in the country 
that is still running on old wheat, and 
are rather cautions about reporting a 
change to new wheat. One mill has 
lately sent out samples into which a 
small amount of new wheat entered, and 
reports that all went well. The demand 
for flour is so much better than it was a 
year ago that any temporary dullness is 
easily bridged over, and most mills keep 
so d ahead. Country mills are also doing 
well, there apparently being business 
enough for all. State wheat is coming io 
very slowly. Millers will pay only 75@ 
76c for it, and bad roads complete the 
disinclination of farmers to bring it in. 
Feed continues strong, with a somewhat 
increased demand. ‘There is no material 
change in the city price of flour. Sales 
are large, and all mills engaged in the 
trade are satisfied with results. There 
still seem to be those, in the city and else

F. Blanchard to 
New York and the meeting there of such 
magnates +s J. J. Hill and Manager Gor- 
don of the Northern and Lehigh lake 
lines with the eastern authorities, has 
oot been in vain if the new program an- 
nounced today holds. This is to com- 
pensate roads that do not get their as- 
signed proportion of business, by allow- 
ing them a sufficient differential to se- 
cure it without being obliged to resort 
to rate cutting. This plan was fore- 
shadowed by a. F.. Walker, in his ad- 
dress before the national transportation 
association, and doubtless was urgad by 
him on reaching New York. Should such 
an arrangement be made in good faith, 
it would do much to prevent the ruinous 
railroad squabbles and pave the way to 
stable and uniformly low rates. 

The canal closes officially Dec.1. Light- 
er receipts of grain have cut rates down 
to 4c on wheat to New York.

SUPERIOR AND DULUTH. 





[Special Correspondence. ] 

Our mills are being rushed to their 
full capacity. The output last week was 
41,920 bbls, sgainst 38,826 bbls a week 
ego, and 17,689 bbls for the correspond- 
ing week a year ago. The heavier pro- 
duction is accounted for by the starting 
of the Freeman mill last Wednesday, the 
burned trestle-work having been re- 
paired. The Imperial and Duluth Roll- 
er mills made their heaviest out put for a 
single day Saturday,together turning out 
6,512 bbls. Receipts show a material de- 
crease,dropping from 196,889 bbls a week 
ago to 60,611 bbls last week. Shipments 
were much heavier, in the effort to get 
stocks cleared up, being 190,989 bble, 
against 134,021 bbis the week before. R3- 
ceipts by rail a year ago were but 23,096 
bbls and shipments. were 79,343 bbls. 
Stocks are 170,111 bbls, against 247,869 
bbls last week, 102,993 bbls a year ago, 
and 58,567 bbls at, this date in 189).

Receipts of wheat are about as heavy 
as they have been right along this sea- 
son, though much higher than they were 
ayearago. For the week they were 1,672,- 
509 bus, against 2,499,090 bus last year. 
There is no rush of grain out of these 
ports, as there was a year ago, and, con 
trary to what may have been expected, 
shipments are falling off as the season of 
navigation draws to a close, last week’s 
shipments being but 947,073 bus, against 
2,169,648 bus for the corresponding week 
a year ago. Our elevators now have al- 
most 8,000,000 bus. By the opening of 
navigation next spring they will doubt- 
less contain 18,000,000 to 20,000,000 bus. 
Holders of grain have been offered all 
inducements they could desire to ship 
their stuff down the lakes. Rates are off 
again and vessels are taking grain at 3\¢c, 
and some of them are begging for it, at 
that. There is simply no demand for ton- 
nage, and elevator stocks are bound to 
goup. Rates broke Thursday, after rul- 
ing easy all the week at 40. Several of 
the whalebacks are taking on wheat for 
winter storage, including transit to Buf- 
falo next spring. The rate is private, but 
is supposed to be abut 5!gc. Another 
week and the season of navigation will 
be no more. Flour stocks are being 
cleared up, and storage houses will soon 
be empty.

The story, as given in 
my letter to The Miller, has been quite 
generally copied by the grain trade pa- 
pers of the country. The American Ele- 
vator and Grain Trade publishes the 
story as it originally appeared in my let- 
ter, gives credit to the Minneapolis Mar- 
ket Record, and prefaces the mutter with 
the following aspersion upon the Minne- 
sota inspaction department: “Ihe claim 
is often made that the same wheat will 
inepect higher grade in Duluth than in 
Minneapolis. Shippers to the east have 
sometimes noted we inferiority of Du- 
luth grain, compared with Minneapolis 
shipments. It is the talk this season as 
it was last.” Unfortunately for this mar- 
ket, parhaps, there has been some talk 
of this kind, and some of it has been in- 
dulged in right here, too; in many cases 
without warrant of reason, and in some 
cases. where circumstances might seem 
to justify criticism. On the whole, how- 
ever, the Minnesota state insp2ction is 
the same throughout the state, the work 
being done under the same rules at the 
several receiving points. In the case of 
the Tamp3’s cargo, the investigation in- 
stituted by the inspection committee of 
the Duluth board of trade has been con 

cluded, and the result is a comple e vic- 
tory for Duluth inspection.

offers, until that matter is satisfactorily 
settled. He seems to be sharing the 
same difficulty in dealing with the 
world’s fair commissioners that has been 
quite generally complained of through- 
out the country. At first he was prom- 
ised a space of 15x30 feet. He was then 
told that 10x20 was the limit for the Im- 
perial’s exhibit. This did not satisfy 
him, so the fair folks increased the limit, 
and offered a space 12x28. This, they 
have been told, is unsatisfactory, and 
they remain to be heard from. 

It is a dull week when the daily press 
of Superior fails to announce the pro- 
posed establishment of a new mill at one 
of the Superiore, and, to their credit, it 
must be said that the mills painted in 
their columns are generally realized in 
the actual plants. The announcement 
last week was a stunner, but, as it has 
not since been denied, it may be hoped 
that some day the realization of the state- 
ments published may be effected. The 
Daily Call says: “C. A. Pillsbury, who 
has been considering the matter for some 
time, has foal secured a site just west 
of the Todd mill, on which he will erect, 


capacity of 10,000 bbls a day.” The Lead- 
er says: After the Pillsburys had sold 
a controlling interest in their vast mill- 
ing property at Minneapolis to an En- 
glish syndicate,Chas. A. Pillsbury opened 
negotiations with Jay Cooke, of Philadel- 
phia, in reference to obtaining electric 
force for running a mill, generated b 
the St. Louis river water power. Indeed, 
he went so far as to say that if the water 
power should be improved he would 
make use of a certain part of the force 
generated. Since that time the water 
power improvement has dragged and 
been in indefinite shape. In the mean- 
time, it is currently understood that the 
interstate commerce commission has de- 
cided against the Minneapolis millers in 
their suit against the railroads for a bet- 
ter rate on wheat to Minneapolis than is 
given on wheat to Superior ports. Not- 
withstanding the innocuous desuetude 
of the St. Louis water power scheme, Mr. 
Pillsbury, it is sta upon inside au- 
thority, has finally decided to erect at 
head of the lake the greatest mill in 
the world—10,000 bbls per day capacity. 
At various times he has looked over the 
sites from Two Harbors to the mouth of 
the Nemadji, but has finally decided ei- 
ther on the sed where the Duff forge 
works were located or a site near the 
mouth of the Nemadji river. 

General Menager Clark, of the Con- 
solidated Land Co., said, touching this 
question: “There is no new mill secured, 
but there are two ‘in sight.’ I have been 
compelled to use a telescope on them, 
but in the last few days I can almost see 
them with the naked eye.” 

The industries that are accessory to 
tLe flour milling business are fast com- 
ing to life at the head of Lake Superior, 
and, by the time the new mills in course 
of construction are completed, it is quite 
likely that all the various industries in- 
cidental to the trade will also have been 
established, or, at least, will be in course 
of organization. There has been more 
or less inquiry during the past six 
months as to the advisability of estab- 
lishing a bag factory here. One or two 
parties have been frightened as soon as 
their inquiries had carried them far 
enough to give them an idea of the cost 
of some of the special machinery used 
in the manufacture of bags, and dropped 
further study of the trade with any view 
of entering it. Plans are now maturing, 
however, for the establishment of a jute 
bag factory in Superior. It is felt that 
such a concern, properly managed, will 
prove a profitable enterprise, even if the 
trade of the institution is only local. B. 
F. Goodell, general manager of the Good- 
ell Printing & Binding Co., is the lead- 
ing spirit in the affair. So far, some 
$75,000 of the stock is said to have been 
pledged. It is proposed to have’the cor- 
poration stocked at $100,000. It is said 
that much of the stock taken has been 
subscribed by outside parties, who have 
had experience in the business. 

Arthur Miller, of the Russell-Miller 
Milling Co., was in Superior last week, 
looking after hisinterests. After he had 
inspected the work on the new mill, 
which is being rushed along at a lively 
pace, he said: “I expect to see the roo 
on the building about Dec, 20, and by 
Aprill we shall be making flour. The 
crop in our section of Dakota, Barnes 
county, was fairly good, having averaged 
15 to20 bus per acre. In the Red River 
valley it was very wet during the grow- 
ing season, consequently the crops were 
poor, probably gomg as low as 8 and 10 
bus to the acre. Mostof the crop has 
been marketed, probably 70 per cent of 
it. The farmers are not holding much of 
it. They held a good deal last season 
and lost in doing so.

The 
masonry for the foundation of the eleva- 
tor is well under way. 

The Imperial mill made a great record 
for the week ending Nov. 12—37,600 bbls. 
This is an average of 6,233 bbls a day, 
and is believed to be the greatest run 
ever made by any mill. 

A meeting of the stockholders of the 
Imperial mill has been called for Nov. 29. 

@ lower stories of the Lake Superior 
mill are now crowded with machinery. 
As the plant fast approaches completion 
a good idea of the appearance of the mill 
may be gained, and many visitors call 
there almost daily to view the work. 
The flooring is of pine and polished ma- 
ple; stairways and balusters, of dressed 
oak. 


Workmen are now busy on the fifth 
story of the Listman mill. It is of red 
brick, iron and Arcadian brown stone. 

Board of trade folks had to go it alone 
here Friday, all wires with outside mar- 
kets being down. As a result, prices 
went off 14¢@1c while Chicago advanced 
about the same. 

About 10:30 o’clock Saturday night, 
Henry Mansfield, an employe of the 
Great Northern flour sheds at ch, Pe 
fell from the dock upon the ice, 14 feet 
below, and received injuries from which 
he died about midnight.

British Grain Trade. 


Lonpon, Nov. 21.—The Mark Lane Ex- 
press, in its weekly review, says: 

The delivery of English wheat from the general 
uality is very low, though during the last few 
ays the condition has slightly improved. An ad- 

vance of 2s is recorded in Mark Lane, where a 
small business has been done, centering chiefly 
on the best foreign wheats and embracing nearly 
all the Pacific coast wheat. Prices of foreign 
wheat, however, have been kept down, owing to 
large expor:s from Russia. The mild weather led 
to a decline in barley to 24s, in oats to 13s, and in 
corn to 16s. At ’s market English wheats 
were firm. American was held for a 6d advance. 
A fewsales were made at 3d advance. Foreign 
wheats were unchanged. Good American flour 
was 3d dearer. There was little sale for barley, 
oats or corn, and the price of each was down 6d.

THE LATE J. E. BEERBOHM. 


Julius Ewald Beerbohm died on Aug. 
30 in London, at the advanced age of 82. 
He was born at Memel in Germany, 
where he was educated. Subsequently 
he was engaged in the grain trade at 
Stettin and later at Dunkirk (France.) 
About 1850 he settled in London as a 
grain importer, and carried on that busi- 
ness until 1869, when he founded, at the 
request of many of the leading grain 
merchants of London, what has since 
become a leading daily grain organ of 
the world, viz, the Evening Corn Trade 
List. To this he added, in 1876, the Mill- 
ers’ Gazette and Corn Trade Journal. 

For nearly half a century his tall fig- 
ure has been prominent in the London 
grain trade. Personally he was esteemed 
as few men are, for his peculiarly sweet 
disposition and noble character, and it 
can be truly eaid of him that he had not 
asingle enemy. Socially he was a most 
pleasant companion. He had traveled 
extensively and his polished, courtly 
manner easily distinguished him from 
the average crowd of commercial men. 
He was wont to tell many anecdotes of 
the grain trade on the continent 50 to 60 
y- ars ago, before railways were estab- 
lished, and when, to accomplish a trans- 
action, 1t was necessary to travel by 
stage coach for three days. 

About 40 years ago he visited Ameri- 
ca (Boston), where he concluded the 
purchase of one of the first entire grain 
cargoes sent to England. He made the 
passage out and home in a sailing vessel, 
the homeward journey occupying three 
months, in which period the price had 
risen 10s per qr. 

Mr. Beoruunm was 8 linguist of no 
mean ability, speaking Engiish, German 
and French perfectly, besides possessing 
a considerable knowledge of the Norse 
languages and of Spanish and Italian.He 
retired from active businers some years 
ago, leaving its conduct in the hands of a 
staff carefully trained by himself. 

One of Mr. Beerbohm’s sons (he leaves 
a family of four sons and three daugh- 
ag 1s the celebrated H. Beerbohm Tree, 
the lessee of the well-known Haymarket 
theatre, London, and is today, by popu- 
lar consent, England’s leading actor.

Clears range at $2.40@2.50 for hard and 
$2.25@2.35 for soft wheat product. Low 
grades are firm at $1.30@1.50. Winters 
are quiet at $3.80@3.90 for patents and 
$3.40@3.50 for straights, all in wood. Rye 
flour is steady at $2.75@3 in barrels and 
$2.50@2.75 in sacks. ‘he scarcity of 
freight room on lake-and-rail lines tends 
to check business, as millers are firm, 
and feel considerable contidence in the 
future of values. 

The flour movement is falling off as 








the season advances, and receipts for the 
week are 62,462 bbls, against 89,808 the 
corresponding period in 1891. Shipments 
are 67,494 bbls, against 79,968 last year. 
The lake transit lines are increasing their 
share of the eastward movement, the 
lake-and-rail business being nearly over 
for the season. Wheat receipts, too, are 
smaller, being 376,450 bus, against 323,- 
691 bus last year. Shipments are 105,700 
bus, against 108,366 in 1891. The rate of 
freight on wheat by lake to Buffalo has 
ranged at 24¢@2%c per bu. 








The wheat market is less firm, and 
prices have fallen 4c for December, 
while spot remains the same, the former 
ranging at 6614@67%c and the latter at 
65@66%{c, with May 644 @65¢c above De- 
cember. Sample wheat sold to millers 
at 70@731<c for No. 1 northern 6644 @72c 
for No. 2 spring, 50@72c for No. 3 and 50 
@63c for No.4. Winter brought 56@ 
5744c and mixed 60c. Stocks have in- 
creased 125,000 bus in public and 75,000 
bus in private houses, and the former 
now amount to 1,980,000 bus, and the lat- 
ter to 640,000 bus, making a total of 
2,620,000 bus, which is much larger than 
at any time since 1886. 

Ocean freights are nearly nominal at 
the following quotations: London, 34.66c 
per 100 lbs; Liverpool, 31.25c; Leith, 
34.06; Bristol, 35.47c; Belfast, 38c; Dub- 
lin, 38.56c—lake-and-rail. All-rail across 
the lake—London, 35.16c; Liverpool, 
34.25c; Leith and Bristol, 34.25c. The 
lake transit rate is quoted at 23c, and all- 
rail via Chicago, 25c. 

Millstuff is steady, with light offerings, 
as millers have sold freely for future de- 
livery, and those who have more freight- 
room than they can fill with lake lines 
are buying and shipping the product of 
other mills. Sacked bran ranges at $11 

11.25, and middlings bring $1150@12. 

arse cornmeal is quoted at $16.50 and 
feed at $16@18. 

The EP. Allis Co. has sold the old 
Bay State foundry property on the south 
side for $300,000 to the burned-out oil 
and paint house of J. EB. Patton & Co., 
who will establish their works on the 
newly acquired property. The Allis - 
ple had no further use for it, as their 
machinery is to be r-moved to the exten- 
sion of the main works. They will, also, 
erect a new roller mill shop on the re- 
cently purchased bleck of ground imme- 
diately adjoining the Reliance Works, on 
a portion of which there is being built a 
new engine shop, 300x100 feet, and four 
stories high. It is said that the new 
roller mill shop will be of, at least, equal 
dimensions. 

F. H. Magdeburg, vica president of the 
Milwaukee chamber of commerce, is one 
of the committee appointed to represent 
that body at the national board of trade 
meeting in Washington on Jan. 17. He 
also is the new treasurer of the national 
transportation association.

[Special Correspondence. ] 

At Indianapolis the trade has been 
rather quiet this week. Mr. Blanton, of 
the Blanton Milling Co., says: ‘Trade 
has been quiet,though we have had more 
inquiries than in last week. Prices are 
still too low, however, to work much bus- 
iness. Our sales were more than suffi- 
cient, however, to take our output. Ex- 
porters are still loth to buy to any ex- 
tent, and when they do they wish to buy 
at even lower figures than were current 
when we were getting wheat 1@2c per 
bu less than we can now buy it. Do- 
mestic inquiries are also increasing, 
which would look as if domestic trade 
had begun to get ready to buy. The de- 
mand for feed is better, at an advance of 
about 25c per ton over last week’s prices. 
Receipts of wheat have been very light, 
both from farmers and from the country 
shippers. Two of our country buyers re- 
ported, the first of the week, that fully 
60 to 70 per cent of the wheat in their 
section had been shipped out, and what 
was remaining would only be sufficient 
to supply the needs of the local mills. 
As the consumption by the mills at this 
point is now very much heavier than re- 
ceipts, we look for a rapid diminution of 
elevator stock here from now on. We 
lost about five hours this week, on ac- 
count of a break of one of the belts.” V. 
Bachman was down part of the week, on 
account of repairs. © total output for 
the week was 17,630 bbls. Car receipts 
were 35,700 bus; stock in store, 518,446 
bus. Mr. Gillet, vice president of the 
Acme Milling Co., gives the following re- 
port this week: “Our output is 11,300 
bbls. Stronger markets for wheat the 
past few days have given more strength 
to the flour market and we have received 
a liberal number of inquiries, though the 
figures bid could hardly be called liber- 
al. The easier ocean freights and better 
price for exchange, however, have made 
it ible for us to accept a few of these 
orders. We have placed some good lots 
of patent and straight in this country 
also. We note quite an improvement in 
the demand for feed the past week. 
Wheat offerings continue small.” 

W.G. Clark, who has been with the 
United States Milling Co., Jersey City, 
N. J., for the past year, is sgain located 
in Indianapolis. Mr. Clark was formerly 
with the Hoosier State mill, of this city, 
and has many warm personal friends, all 
of whom are much pleased to see him 
back among them. 

J. G. Bickhart, the Milroy miller, called 
upon your representative this week. He 
made the air fairly blue for awhile, when 
relating his experiences in attempting to 
secure cars to carry his grain and prod- 
ucts. He has met with considerable loss 
due directly to this cause, and is justly 
very wrathy. Who was it that said a 
winter wheat millers’ league would not 
do the small miller any good? If he 
could hear a few of the complaints that 
I hear offered up by the millers, I am 
sure he would A his tune. It is 
strange, however, that some of these very 
fellows who complain so bitterly will 
turn right around and say: “The organ- 
ization might do others good, but as for 
me and mine, we will go it alone.” This 
sort of people, though is beyond redewp- 
tion and we may as well save our time 
and energy and work for places where 
they are more highly appreciated. Mr. 
Bickhart, however, is one of our most 
progressive small millers and I do not 
refer to him as one of the “kickers” on 
organization. 

The Blish Milling Co., Seymour,writes: 
“Are going full time and capacity. We 
record the current week as being the 
poorest for flour of any week since this 
crop started to move Jast July. This 
slowness of demand must be due to the 
heavy stocks at distribution centers, re- 
sulting from the immense output of the 
past three months, since all other feat- 
ures, such as the approach of winter, the 
clipping off of 20,000,000 bus from the 
United States wheat crop by the ‘artful 
dodger,’ the backwardness of the grow- 
ing crop and the almost complete let-up 
to farmers’ deliveries of winter wheat, 
are certainly incentives to purchase at 
such figures as now prevail. Locally we 
have no new features to note, except, 
perhaps, the fact that we are compelled 
to make rapid inroads into our stored 


that recent rains have improved growing 
wheat, though it still falls short of indi- 
cating another ‘bumper’ crop.” 

A Terre Haute letter: “Terre Haute 
mills all ran half time this week; that is, 
twelve hours per day. Choice milling 
wheat is very firm and receipts are be- 
ginning to be pretty light. There has 
been a very good demand from eastern 
trade, and at fair prices. Best patent 
flour is bringing $3.65 at the mill, and 
straight $3:20, bran $10.50 and middlings 
$12.50, with No. 2 wheat at 66c.” 

J. L. Knauss, Evansville: “The milling 
business here remains about the same. 
The mills are all running along the usual 
time, but all complain of very slow busi- 
ness, and most mills are not selling all 
their output. ‘The fact seems to be, how- 
ever, that the mills here don’t like to sell 
their flourat the ruinously low price at 
which some mills are selling. The rea- 
sons why prices are thus seem to be about 
as manifold as the reasons for the recent 
cyclone in the way of an election. The 
farmers’ deliveries have been light the 
past ten days and will likely continue so 
for some time, as the low price now cur- 
rent will not make them rush it to mar- 
ket through bad weather and bad roads. 
Mills are paying 60@65: at mill door. 
The output was 9,000 bbls.” 

McDaniel & Co., Franklin: “We have 
no milling news this week worth repeat- 
ing. The flour market with us has been 
very dull and it has been exceedingly 
difficult to sell flour, either at home or 
abroad, and it now looks as if we would 
be compelled to slow up a bit soon. How- 
ever, we have orders booked for three 
weeks’ run, though we do not know 
where our next ones are to come from.” 

O. W. Tresselt, Fort Wayne: “Not 
much news to note. Yesterday and to- 
day we had drenching rains and last 
night a heavy thunder “storm. The 
wheat fields look very fine now, but, oh, 
the roads! No wheat is coming in and 
the mills are sweeping the corners of 
their wheat bins. About 5,000 bus are 
on the way, coming here from the sur- 
rounding country elevators. We are pay- 
ing 70c per bu for wheat, and straight 
grade flour sells at $3.50 per bbl. De- 
mand for feed is quite brisk now, on ac- 
count of ecarcity of corn and high price 
of pork. The Empire and City mills are 
still running full time; the other mills 
notquite half time. The output for the 
week was about 3,200 bbls.” 

F. E. C. Hawks, Goshen: “Deliveries 
of wagon wheat the past week have been 
very light. This is to be ascribed to va- 
rious causes. One is that farmers have 
been busy gathering corn, while another 
is that, now that the fair trade party will 
soon take charge of affairs, it is thought 
by farmers that improvement in business 
and an advance in the price of wheat 
will ensue. It is certain that something 
is needed to infuse more life into flour 
buyers and advance their bids. It has 
been exceedingly dry, but we are now 
having a soaking rain, which will replen- 
ish the wasted streams, turn the grow- 
ing wheat a deeper green, and make the 
heart of the farmer glad. Much damage 
has been done to the growing wheat by 
insects, but it is to be hoped that the 
late frosts have totally exterminated 
them. The three Goshen mills are run- 
ning as usual, but are obliged to ship in 
considerable wheat to supply their needs. 
None of them have made any recent 
sales for export, as bids are too low to 
accept without loss. The local trade is 
fairly good, all the Goshen mills getting 
$3.50 per bbl in paper sacks from the 
grocers, but many outside mills are sell- 
ing at $3.25 and one or two offered flour 
as low as $3.” 

M. B. McFeely, Marion: “There is noth- 

ing new of interest here this week. The 
price of wheat is a little stronger, owing 
to small deliveries, obliging the millers 
to look around for supplies. Flour 
remains the same. Business has been 
fairly good. The weather is rainy and 
rough.” 
W. J. Hargrave, Boonville: “We are 
going full time. The flour market is 
very dull with us, and, in fact, there is no 
margin to work on. We will get present 
orders filled next week, and, if there is 
no improvement in the market, we will 
run only half time, on local trade. Roads 
are getting very bad and very little 
wheat is coming in. The output this 
week was 750 bbls.” E. E. Perry.

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AN AMATEUR BAKER. 


He Begins and Ends with a Pie that 
“Takes the Bakery.” 











It might be entertaining to your read- 
ers to learn what a genius can accom- 
plish with a little flour, and the mysteri- 
ous ingredients which enter into the 
composition of ordinary, or, as in this 
case, extraordinary cookery. 

It happened at Pierre, Dakote, over & 
decade ago. I had gone therefor ‘health, 
wealth, and plenty of et cetera. It was 
not genius they needed there; it was 
muscle; so I had to content myself with 
anything I could find to do. I first went 
to work for the Northwestern Railroad & 
Transportation Co. as “hash slinger” in 
their mess-house. I had just begun to 
solve the mysteries of scrubbing floors, 
washing dishes, and keeping fifty hungry 
men supplied with “grub, ” as intermedi- 
ary between the cook and eaters, when 
one of the company’s mule teams pulled 
in from the Black Hills. In this outfit 
were fourteen men, twenty-four wagons 
and sixty-four mules. The cook of this 
outfit drew his pay and went east to get 
married. This act proved disastrous, as 
the sequel will show. I was requested to 
take his place, not at the wedding, but 
as cook for the outfit. I had thirty min- 
utes to pack my trunk and strut forth as 
a full-fledged chef. As there was no al- 
ternative but to strut, I strutted. That 
morning we embarked on the perilous 
journey to the Hills—perilous to the boys, 
upon whom I was destined to experi- 
ment. The cook gave me a few disjoint- 
ed instructions, sandwiched between the 
thin, fleeting moments, and away we 
started. 

The first meal was served about nine 
miles out on the Sioux reservation, and 
I shall never forget the faces of those 
fourteen men as they ee around 
hey maiden effort, artistically mae 

the deft hands of their Dahoved ovo 

r their faces mirrored the — 
within, there was a wealth of regret and 
despair. I noticed them look longingly 
back as they contemplated the possibili- 
ties of continuing the trip, with the har- 
rowing indications of indigestion, night- 
mare and possibly a hideous and con- 
suming death. There was but one alter- 
native—bleak, gaunt famine and a coy- 
ote’s matinee. Their faces finally as- 
sumed a fixed determination to take the 
chances and they fell to eating with the 
resignation of martyrs. 

The boys had all dropped their real 
names, probably on the police records of 
the eastern states, and they had never 
felt inclined to return to claim them. 
‘There was a “greaser” in the outfit, who 
on state occasions might be called Mexi- 
can Joe, but we called him “Mex” for 
short and endearment. The mule skin- 
ners were always hungry and made short 
work of the task of eating. When any- 
thing was too rocky for the white men, 
“Mex” would dispose of it in a jiffy. If 
there was any one thing in particular 
that these boys dearly loved and must 
have at every meal, that article was bak- 
ing powder biscuit. Moreover they pre- 
ferred them light and rich, and to cater 
to their cultivated tastes I used great 
quantities of baking powder and lard, 
into which I stirred a little water, salt 
and— Minneapolis flour. 

The third day out I hit upon a happy 
idea. It was not an inspiration, for I 
had studied over it for two days and one 
night. The reason I studied over it one 
night was because the wagon in which I 
slept was loaded with stoves, and the 
hearth of one was deliberately gnawing 
its way into my kidneys. It gavemea 
good deal of time for reflection and 
might be said to be the cause of the 
aforementioned happy idea. I would 
surprise the dear boys with afew pies 
for their delectation. I was happy all 
the forenoen in anticipation and could 
scarcely keep the consuming secret in 
the confined T esinote of my consump- 
tive bosom. * 

While the boys were unhitching and 
turning the mules out to graze, I was 
mixing my biscuits in larger quantities 
than usual, to utilize the surplus in 
making pies for the happiness of my com- 
panions. By the way, it is a grand thing 
to strew happiness in the pathway of 
the unfortynate. I was unselfish; my 
motive was sublime. I would throw j joy 


around me in chunks, 








Well, I got the biscuits cut and in the 
oven, and then rolled ant the remaining 
dough to the thinnessof a wafer, put the 
first layer carefully in the pan, poured in 
half a can of superfine tomatoes—nice, 
raw tomatoes fresh from the can— 
trimmed the edges of dough, placed the 
cap sheaf in position, after doing the 
work of the proficient decorator in a 
handsome and substantial design on the 
title page, and behold! my masterpiece 
in pie. A great and original conception! 
It was the product of tons of thought 
and had made my thinker weary. 

I got dinner, baked the biscuits, and 
all went xen § as a marriage bell. When 
I yelled; “grub pile!” in the deep, cavern- 
ous bottom-of-the-sea orotund, acquired 
by long elocutionary practice on “Than- 
atopsis,” the boys gathered around the 
festal board. One by one; they squatted 
in position and hastily devoured the lay- 
out their beloved chef had prepared for 
them at a sacrifice of self-respect, to say 
nothing of sleep. 

When it came time to serve pastry, I 
went to the oven and hauled out the ul- 
timatum in pie. I had intended to sur- 
prise them and I did. It was aswell pie 
and no mistake. It was a miracle in pie. 
Thad used about a pint of material and 
had a good, fat tub of pie. The loaves 
and fishes were not in it. They couldn’t 
swell with half such dignity and alacri- 
ty as did that pie. I was startled. I 
could not see why that pie should swell 
up and get big just because I baked it. 
It was a sort of thoroughbred Norman 
pie, a stand-alone, able-to-take-care-of- 
itself-at-all-times pie; full grown, well 
developed and strong in all its parts. No 
wonder I was proud of it. I had attained 
the enviable distinction of concocting the 
most remarkable pie since that of the 
four-and-twenty blackbirds that sung 
from the open portals of the king’s pas- 
try. It was a freak of cookery that could 
not be ignored. It was the fattest pie 
that had ever been corralled upon the 
Sioux reservation. The peaks and crags 
and pinnacles of the bad lands paled and 
dwindled in comparison with the rugged 
and rustic beauty and plethoric volume 
of my pie. I applied the long-bladed 
carving knife in the absence of a sabre 
and gradually opened up the interior. 
The raw tomatoes that should have oper- 
ated as a filler had somehow lost them- 
selves in the vast canons and caverns of 
the interior. Even “Mex” lost his char- 
acteristic nerve and seemed baffled and 
disturbed. I went for the dessert and 
when I returned the boys had already 
deserted. They went afar off and sat 
themselves down on the sage brush and 
prickly pears to try a perspective view. 
They were speculating on the whence 
and whither, the origin and probable des- 
tiuation of that pie. 

Well, that hunk of pastry would have 
been worth a fortune to any enterprising 
baking powder company at the world’s 
fair. Marian Harland’s certificate on 
either or both sides would have availed 
naught. The fortunate company could 
have stood on an envious eminence, and, 
pointing the finger of pride at that pie, 
proclaimed to the world, with a confi- 
dence born of victory, “Gaze upon that 
monument of our work!” But, alas, it 
was a rare flower, and must waste its 
swestness on the desert air. The coyotes 
dare not disturb its forbidding onlaie- 
pois; the ravages of storm and sun it 
treats with deep disdain, and even the 
native alkali: will ne’er get in its work. 
No doubt that pie awaits the museum 
manager in search of freaks or the spec- 
tacled scientist in “en of rare and val- 
ued fossils.

During the past week I have been 
among the millers of South Dakota and I 
find them in good spirite, with busines 
very fair, considering the comparative 
prices on flour and wheat. A number of 
the millers I called on make a specialty 
of shipping wheat to Duluth and other 
points, but a deficiency in cars, especial] 
among the mills located on but one road, 
causes a great deal of trouble. The 
question of power seems to be the lead- 
ing topic among the mills of this state, 
and many are contemplating drilling for 


water. 

At Frankfort, the Frankfort Milling 
Co., with 125 bbls capacity,is running half 
time, but will soon begin to run 24 hours. 
This mill has chines some flour to east- 
ern points, though most of its trade is lo- 
cal. H. G. Prottinger, formerly of Iowa, 
is acting as their head miller, and is 
turning outa splendid quality of flour. 

Kutnewsky Bros., Redfield, are run- 
ning full time and say business is good. 

C. R. Beal, an old-time miller, and W. 
J. Ashley, a miller well known through 
the north, have recently bought the mill 
at Warner, remodeling it from garret to 
pesenaaes and giving it a capacity of 100 
bble. 
connection with the mill. Mr. Ashley 
acts as head miller, while Mr. Beal looks 
after the trade. 

At Crandon the mill is shut down, 
probably “for keeps,” and, is being used 
as an elevator. 

E. A. Morrison, who owns the 80 bbl 
mill at De Smet, is having a good local 
trade, but says the mill is too small and 
he may increase its capacity next spring. 

A new 100 bb! mill is being erected at 
Lake Preston, the building being now 
up. The Willford & Northway Co. has 
the contract for the machinery. 

At Marion, Tyler & Co. are running 
half time on local trade, shipping a little. 

The Cascade Milling Co., Sioux Falls, 
is grinding about half time, but can not 
see any profit in eastern trade. The com- 
pany owns quite an extensive electric 
plant in connection with its mill. This 
mill is the only one I visited which uses 
water power. 

At Huron, the Huron Mili Co. has a 
good local trade, but the new owners 
have not as yet shipped any, except to 
neighboring towns. HEIMER.

The wheat trade has remained in a sad 
state of depression during the past week, 
and prices have found a bottom limit 
which few anticipated. The main cause 
of this is the apparent eagerness with 
which American farmers are pressing 
forward their wheat, at almost any price, 
swelling the “visible supply” and alto- 
gether demoralizing the trade here. 
Hard Kansas winter wheat, which is get- 
ting to be a favorite quality here, has 
sold at the low price of 27s 1014d@28s 
for November shipment to London, and 
28s 6d for December-January shipment, 
while 27s 9d has been accepted for No. 2 
red winter, seaboard certificate for 
prompt shipment to London. Steamer 
cargoes of the latter, arrived off our 
coast, sold as low as 27s 6d, and new No. 
1 northern wheat in parcels at 2ls 6d for 
London direct. Against these prices our 
English farmers can not compete and 
loud are the complaints of the distressed 
condition of agriculture in this country. 
Russian wheat ecellers have practically 
withdrawn from the market at these low 
figures, while Indian wheat hardly en- 
ters into competition, being very scarce 
and unobtainable below 30s. 

The low price of American flour, too, 
makes matters worse, this article being 
simply a drug on the London market, as 
we have still about 575,000 sacks in stock 
here, while Liverpool holds nearly 200,- 
(00 sacks, and Glasgow rather over that. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that our 
millers are not doing very well, and that 
the milling companies are losing money. 
One of the largest concerns recentiy 
passed its half yearly meeting without 
declaring an interim dividend, a thing 
unknown before in its history, and an- 
other, in the north of England, whore 
shares a gre £5, fully paid, can only get £2 
for th Present prices, however, ought 


and it is to be hoped that we have passed 
the worst. The visible supplies, especial- 
ly in America, have, however, swollen to 
such an extent that any immediate im- 
provement is not likely, unless opinion 
in America executes a right-about-face 
movement. We were never so depend- 
ant on American supplies as we are now, 
so that your markets must guide ours. 

The Russian government has just pub- 
lished its preliminary estimate of this 
year’s crops, but the figures for wheat 
and rye are so unexpectedly large that 
few people credit them, and it is believed 
that the necessity for raising another 
loan accounts for the exaggerated esti- 
mates now put forth. The crops, which 
means thoge of European Russia, ex- 
cluding Poland, which usually grows 
about 1,500,000 qrs wheat and 5,000,000 
qrs rye, and the Caucasus, whose produc- 
tion is not known, compare with those of 
previous years as follows:

Co. and the Smith & Vaile Co., at 
Dayton, O., under the name of the Stil- 
well-Bierce & Smith-Vaile Co. The for- 
mer company, as a leading mill building 
concern and the maker of the Victor wa- 
ter wheel, is widely known among mill- 
ers. The Smith & Vaile Co. makes a 
specialty of building pumping machin- 
ery, haudraulic presses, and cotton seed 
and linseed oil machinery. The new cor- 
poration has $1,000,000 capital stock, 
half of which is preferred, bearing 8 per 
cent interest, and the rest common. The 
common stock is all taken by the princi- 
pals of the two old companies, and the 
preferred stock is offered for sale to the 
general public through Henry Clews & 
Co., of New York. The subscription 
books are to be closed Nov. 29. Barrow, 
Wade, Guthrie & Co., the official audi- 
tors, give the net profits of the two es- 
tablishments for the three years ended 
Dec. 31, 1991, as $283,973, or $94,657 an- 
nually. According to the same authori- 
ty, the assets of the two companies on 
Dec. 31 were: Stock and material on 
hand, $306,919; bills receivable, book ac- 
counts and cash, $311,873; real estate, 
buildings, machinery, etc, $407,979; ad 
ditional cash capital contributed, $50,000; 
total, $1,076,772. Bills and accounts pay- 
able of $168,131 bring the net assets 
down to $908,640. The business is to be 
conducted under the same management 
asin the past.

November opens in its usual dull style 
and there is no change of situation to re- 
port. Flour is, if anything, rather slow- 
er to move than it was a week ego,while, 
beyond a spasmodic effort, wheat also 
continues inactive on the spot. Ason 
former occasions, “futures” are still the 
main scene of commercial activity in 
Brunswick street, and it is on the Atlan- 
tic, rather than the corn market itself, 
that most real business passes. Mean- 
while, the stocks in the United Kingdom 
and the amount of breadstuffs on pas- 
sage continue so large that there is no 
inducement for speculative buying, ex- 
cept to cover future sales where a mar- 
gin exists, and even this feature has 
been somewhat overdone. A usually well- 
informed broker remarked today, how- 
ever, that he thought we might expect 
some continental buying before long, 
and, indeed, it had begun, despite rosy 
accounts of crops in southwestern Eu 
rope. If this be so, and shippers from 
your side can afford to hold back, we 
may see & more active business in a few 
weeks than there has been for a very long 
while. On the other hand, the quantity 
on passegs or shipping is very large. Fig- 
ures are apt to become monotonous, and 
even “millions,” expressed in this man- 
ner, fail to charm; but a change of meth- 
od sometimes makes more impression. 
If, therefore, we consider the number of 
vessels on berth or passage to the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, either direct or for orders, 
we find that 1t now amounts to about 
530 cargoes, of varying capacities, it is 
true, but a gallant and golden argosy, for 
all that. ‘heir numbers and shipping 
points are here shown:

The presept week opened with a good 
demand for flour. The higher prices for 
wheat stirred up the demand, and, even 
where sales were not made, considerable 
inquiry concerning prices and the pros- 
pect of an advance was noticed from a 
number who heretofore have kept out of 
the market. The business done the first 
few days was quite large, though the 
amounts sold were contined mostly to 
one or two car lots. Foreign advices were 
very hopeful, and there seemed to be an 
assurance that the markets would re- 
spond to any improvement on this side of 
the water in wheat or flour. The fiour 
dealers in this city, and, in fact, in all 
New England, have been carrying light 


stocks, and the recent advance in wheat i. 


caused them to buy flour a little more 
freely, and, in some cases, to load up to a 
certain extent. Some disposition has al- 
so been shown to buy for future delivery, 
but the mills are not willing to sell at 
a poe for delivery in January 

ruary, a8 inland and ocean 
freighte are likely to advance and mill- 
ers think they may as well reap the ad- 
vantege, which will surely be higher 
prices for their flour. For this reason 
alone, if for no other, they will only sell 
for future delivery at a premium on 
present prices. Even when sales are 
made for prompt shipment, immediate 


shipping directions must follow the order, 
to obtain the prices the mills are now 
willing to sell at. 

Several good sales for export were re- 
reported during the first of the week and 
the volume of business done compared 
very favorably with that of any week for 
several weeks past. Prices have ruled 
very steady, as a whole, and, while no ma. 
terial advance can be noted, the situation 
is very firm and the tendency upward. 
Prices ure exceptionally low, and dealers 
know this, as well as that they are bound 
to advance within a very short time, ow- 
ing to increased rates in transportation, 
and, while they know they are carrying 
light stocks ona are likely to get pinched 
when the rise does come, they continue 
to keep out of the market, though a few 
of them are becoming a little bit appre- 
hensive as to their future and are begin- 
ning to hedge. 

The last day or two has seen a dull 
market, owing to the slight break in 
wheat. The general situation is not ma- 
terially different from what it was pre- 
viously, the disposition being to buy only 
as supplies are actually needed. The 
range of prices on spring patents at the 
close is about $4.25@4 50,with one or two 
special brands held a little higher. Win- 
ter patents are selling ubout $4@4.25 as 
a general range, with clears and straights 
at $3 50@4, though it takes a very fancy 
brand to command over $3.90. Low 
grades are dull and nominal. 

The corn market shows a quiet tone 
for all grades, with the demand yet of 
a hand-to-mouth character. No. 2 and 
steamer yellow range about 541¢@55c, 
but it does not take much to meet buy- 
ers’ wants. Steamer corn is quiet, with 
no grade dull and ranging as to color 
and quality. Oats were fairly steady, 
with the market quite well supplied. 
Clipped oats and No. 2 winters were fair- 
ly active, with the lower grades dull and 


nominal. Millfeed remains dull, with 
prices somewhat higher. Sacked spring 
bran brings $15.75@16 and sacked win- 


ter $16.75@17 per ton to arrive. Mid- 
dlings bring $16.75@20.

Wheat receipts were 446,766 bus, 
against 355,000 bus last week. Shipments 
also were much better, being 314.657 bus, 
against 240,597 bus. stocks today show 
a shght improvement amounting to 
6,594,020 bus, against 6,563,899 bus last 
Saturday. Inspections were 478 cars and 
7,740 sacks. Of this 127 cars and 3,561 
sacks were No 2 red, 128 ca-s and 3,181 
sacks No.3 red, .40 cars and 908 sacks 
No. 4, 17 cars and 99 sacks rejscted and 
5 cars no grade.

There was no sh p- 
ping of these grades, however, all pur- 
chases being for accumulative or milling 
accouut. The best sale of the week was 
that of 200,000 bus No. 2 (Kansas) hard 
wheat for export, prices and buyers’ 
names not being announced. Prices were 
almost at a standstill, giving but a very 
small advance for the week. The im- 
provement was due entirely to the better 
shipments and stronger future markets.

KANSAS CITY. 


[Special Correspondence. ]} 

Everybody interested in the south- 
western grain trade will regret to hear 
that an upheaval in the Kansas grain in- 
spection department is a yet of the pro- 
gram of the populists, who were victors 
at the recent election. Notice has been 
given that Chief Inspector Haskell must 
go, on account of “offensive partisan- 
ship.” Is is no question as to his com- 
petency or incompetency, mind you, but 
a question only of political faith, which 
determines the eligibility of an applicant 
for this important position in the land 
of reforms—the Sunflower state. And 
the proposed action of the party elect is 
no precedent, for it has long been a cus- 
tom in Kansas, no distinction being made 
between political and commercial a 
pointments, to deliver over all the spoils 
to the victor. 

Under the law, the governor of the 
state is authorized to appoint the chief 
grain inspector, and all subordinate po- 
sitions are tilled by boards of trade in 
the districts where such appointees act, 
the chief inspector having the power to 
endorse or rejsct appointees until suited. 
In other words, he has the delightful 
ghee known as “veto power;” and he 

as, besides, several political bosses at 
his heels, who lash him, as a rule, until 
he conseents to favoritism in the “inter- 
ests of the party.” 

Nearly two yeats ago Gov. Humphrey 
appointed W. W. Haskell, of Kansus 
City, Kan., chief inspector for the state. 
Mr. Haskell had, up to that time, de- 
voted his attention to the hardware trade 
and ward and district politics, and, from 
all accounte, was “admirably” equipped 
to preside over the affairs of a depart- 
ment of first importance in the state. He 
has learned something about the grain 
business since, and, if permit to con- 
tinue in office, would doubtless soon be 
able to serve the state with credit and 
profit to producers and shippers of 
grain. But he worked for the “other 
side” during the campaign; therefore, a 
new inspector will take his place; and, 
doubtless, by the time the new inspector 
learns to distinguish spring wheat from 
rye, at great expense to the producers, 








another political convulsion will trans- 
form the political complexion of the state 
grain inspection kindergarten: It is 
hardly necessary to add, in this connec- 
tion, that this miserable system of oper- 
ating state commercial departments 
forces great hardships upon the traders 
and merchants doing business in the 
state, and, of course, millers suffer with 
the rest. Under the rule of the repub- 
lican dynasty in Kansas that “intense 
partisanship” advocated by Mr. Ingalls 
was strictly adhered to, and, now that 
the tables are turned, revenge. is to be 
the first consideration. The welfare of 
the people will be looked to after awhile, 
if the bosses get time. 

In Missouri bourbonism has not gone 
quite the length above cited, but far 
enough to force a good state inspection 
service into disrepute. In this market 
it has been temporarily. suspended, and, 
if the supreme court decides in favor of 
the merchants doing business here, the 
state department. will be retired perma- 
nently. ‘The decision of the court is ex- 
pected daily. We need more civil service 
in the ad ministration of stats affairs than 
the politicians have been willing to allow 
up to date. 

The situation at the Mexican frontier 
has greatly improved during the past 
week and a good deal of corn has been 
forwarded from this market during that 
time. Itis next to impossible to learn 
just what the policy of the Mexican gov- 
ernment is with reference to corn im- 
portations after Nov. 3). As I stated a 
week ago, it was reported that President 
Diaz bad extended the free import time 
to Feb. 23; but the fact that all contracts 
call for delivery at the frontier by Nov. 
30 disproves the other report. It is a 
question, at best. 

The Santa Fé is accused of cutting 
the grain rate from Kansas City to New 
York from 29c to 20c. Officials of that 
line deny the charga, but insist that if 
they wanted to make such a cut they 
would be justified by the acts of other 
lines. The Rock Island, it seeme, hes been 
slashing rates, and it may be that before 
the matter is ended grain will go east at 
a very low rate. . 

The Burlington has issued a circular 
stating that hereafter all grain coming 
over that line to Kansas City will be 
charged local rates. The real object of 
this move is to shut off reconsignment 
privileges here, which, in the absence of 
a flat rate agreement, would divert a 
considerable grain trade from Kansas 
City to Chicago, thus giving the line 
mentioned the long haul. There promises 
to be a controversy over this action. 

Chairman Midgely has not yet replied 
to the commercial exchange’s demands 
fora flat rate agreement. Meanwhile, 
the merchants are gathering evidence, 
which, in the event that they c.n reach 
no agreement with the roads, will be laid 
before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion.

MICHIGAN. 


[Special Correspondence. ] 

Nearly all our people got down to 
business again this week, and my report 
covers its usual ground. Lack of cars 
doubtless had something to do with a de- 
creased movement in both flour and feed, 
but, with proper allowance for this, the 
amount of business doing shows a de- 
cline, the figures being below the average 
for the crop year. The amount of flour 
sold ahead has fallen below 20,000 bbis, 
and sales were not equal to shipments. 
The amount on hand increased sharply, 
but this is due to lack of cars and a 
steady increase of low grade stock, which 
is and has for soma time been almost im- 
possible to move at any fair kind of 
prices. The Red line stood at the head 
in amount of tonnage carried, with the 
Great E.stern second. Wheaton hand 
showed a decrease, having fallen below 
the 200,000 bu mark. In local jobbing 
prices there was a slight advance in all 
grades of both flour and feed, and I 
think low-water mark has been touched 
for this year. Prices paid farmers for 
wheat averaged better by %c, which 
marks the turning point of a practically 
uninterrupted decline each week for the 
last 19 weeks. 

Locally, the situation is without 
marked change. Notwithstanding the 
bad weather, wheat receipts have been 
fairly good and sufficient orders have 





been booked to keep the mills going at 
the old pace. The oatmeal mill project 
has fallen through, owing to its promot- 
er being unable to enlist sufficient local 
capital to make the enterprise go. 
United States Baking Co.’s new factory, 
which at one time was to have been an 
auxiliary to Thoman & Bro.’s mull, re- 
ceived its power plant this week, and, as 
soon as it can be placed, will begin op- 
erations. Our millers are counting on 
making the flour for this institution, 
which will be one of the largest and most 
complete in the state. 

Newman & Rice, Portland, report that 
the car famine still continues unabated, 
and it is with the greatest difficulty that 
they are able to move their stuff out. 

Wn. Flumer, Mt. Clemens, says wheat 
receipts continue exceedingly light and 
stocks are down to the vanishing point. 

The Whipple Milling Co., Centreville, 
has this week added to its equipmenta 
new wheat receiving separator and hopes, 
as a result, to buy less screenings than 
in the past. 

The assumpsit case of Margaret W. Al- 
lis va C. G. A. Voigt, which h:.s occupied 
the time of the superior court for the 
past three days, was given to the jury 
yesterday afternoon,and at 8:30 last even- 
ing it returned a verdict of no cause 
of action. The suit was brought to recover 
the value of a wheel broken five years 
ago while in transit to the Voigt mill. 
The case has been tried twice in the cir- 
cuit court, has been in the supreme 
court, and this is the second trial in the 
superior court, so that the lawyers prob- 
ably have earned the value of that wheel, 
which is placed at $800. 

The Voigt Milling Co., Grand yes mee 
writes: “We presume the old adage, 
‘three times and out,’ holds good. Hope 
this will end the controversy about a 
broken fly-wheel for which the E. P. Al- 
lis Co. sued the Voigt Milling Co., the 
suit having egain been decided in our 
favor. This suit has been tried three 
times in our courts, going twice to the 
supreme court of the state, and now we 
hope this is the end of a long, tedious 
controversy. The mills are going at the 
usual rate; the water power is.o. k. Or- 
ders are not so plentiful as we would 
wish them and prices are very unsatis- 
factory. Wheat showed some signs of 
life in a small advance, which, we hope, 
will be some stimulus for farmers to 
market more than they have been doing 
for the last month.” 

There is a rumor that one of our good 
firms in the southern part of the state is 
making arrangements to take under its 
wing a 150 bb! mill near its field of op- 
erations, in order to meet the increasing 
demand for its product. Full details will 
follow later if the deal is made. 

It is not improbable that rome of our 
prominent millers will be called upon in 
the near future to attend a meeting of 
the central traffic association, along with 
some representative millers from Ohio 
and Indiana, to lay before that body 
their grievances about certain matters 
pertaining to transportation which are 
of vital interest to all, and I trust they 
will respond promptly when the call is 
made.

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NEW YORK CITY. 


[Special Correspondence.] 

The New York flour market has very 
little that is new to offer this week for 
the consideration of millers or buyers. 
It is neither broad nor active. Buyers 
are a little more curious, perhaps, and, 
with the rally in wheat which developed 
Friday, there was shown & greater degree 
of interest, by both local buyers and ex- 
porters. The interest ended here, how- 
ever, so that the volume of transactions 
was scarcely any larger than on previous 
days of the week, when wheat was droop- 
ing. The position is almost unchanged 
from what it was a week ago. What 
changes there have been are in variations 
in special brands in the various grades 
and not a change in the whole grade. 
Some one mill’s flour or brand may be a 
trifle stiffer, owing to temporary scarci- 
ty or a little improvement in demand. 
Perhaps the only exception to this is 
spring wheat supers in sacks, which 
have been wanted on asmall scale for ex- 
port. These wants, however, have been 
easily satisfied, though the fact that 
there was any demand at all has been 
the not ceable thing, instead of the size 
of the demand, In some cases receivers 
are asking about 10c more on orders 
from the mills, but this advance is not 
followed by any orders, except where it 
ison a particular brand. Winter wheat 
yatents have to be of unusually fine 
quality to bring over $4.20, though some 
sales are made at $4.30, and on the fancy 
city mill flours $4.60 is quoted. 

Dealings in city mills’ flours are very 
quiet. The large buyers (and most of 
this trade is with large dealers)have been 
filled up, and now the mills are either 
grinding on these orders or else laying 
in stock for future dealings. The price 
now quoted is $4.25, and at this tigure 
for; West India brands all the trade, 
which is of a small peddling volume, is 
now being transacted. Most of the large 
sales in the past few weeks were at $4.15. 
The mills claim that there is less diffi- 
culty now in handling the trade than 
there was before the combination, as the 
buyers are satisfied that no one is get- 
ting any lower rate than anybody else, 
the combination doing away with all fric- 
tion. Production this week has been 
nearly up to the limit, but, unless busi- 
ness improves, there is a chance for a de- 
crease in the output. 

The export business in wheat is by no 
means as active now as it has n, 
though a steady business is being re- 
ported all the time. This and the fact 
that the actual clearances of both wheat 
and flour have fallen off is beginning to

It is, however, a fact that, taking 
into consideration the smaller export 
surplus this year,we have only about 10,- 
50u,000 bus per month to ship during the 
rest of the season. So far, exports have 
been about 46 per cent of the total avail 
able surplus, against 37 per cent last 
year, and the exports in two weeks this 
month have been three-fourth of the sup- 
ply for the month. 

C. A. Pillsbury has been on the floor 
this week and his presence here prompt- 
ly aroused interest in connection with 








the anti-option bill. It is rather amus- 
ing to note that the first day of his ap- 
pearance the market was firm, but turned , 
weak at the close. This is claimed by 
the traders to have been due to the bull- 
ish statements by Mr. Pillsbury, this 
time on Russian wheat. It 1s getting to 
be almost a sure thmmg here to sell wheat 
when Mr. Pillsbury appears and begins 
talking bullish. In connection with the 
anti-option bill, he is quoted as saying 
that Senator Washburn states that the 
bill will come up immediately on the re- 
assembling of congress and will be passed. 
This statement caused a feeling of un- 
easiness and in cotton led to precipitate 
selling. Its effect on grain, however, was 
not as pronounced. 

Among the other prominent visitors to 
the New York market the past week 
have been Statistician Dodge and Assist- 
ant Statistician Snow. Mr. Dodge came 
on in connection with business with the 
senate finance committee, and has since 
gone to Boston. Mr. Snow was at the 
exchange, and the presence of both gen- 
tlemen aroused considerable talk in con- 
nection with the last crop report. From 
information at hand it is believed that 
the last crop report was intended to fore- 
shadow some radical change in the final 
report. It is even being thought that 
Statistician Brown’s remarks regarding 
change in the acreage will be confirmed, 
and that the department will have to ad- 
mit that it made a big blunder in its pre- 
liminary estimate and is trying to hedge 
now in the direction of a change. It is 
also asked what the department will do 
when the new administration comes 1n.

This week.orders for flour have been a 
little brisker t an for some time past, 
but, as heretofore, buyers have been un- 
willing to pay prices allowing anything 
but the closest margins for the millers. 
The latter, of course, have been forced 
to take the terme offered or not make 
sales, so the buyers generally have their 
way. No eales are being mde for ex- 
port. Patents bring $1.15@4.25, but, 
even at these low figures, handiers show 
no eagerness to send in large orders. 
Bakers’ moves about the same way, at $3 
@3.10 per bbl. Little winter wheat is 
being ground and that only for the local 


market. Winter wheat straight sells at 0 


$3.75@3.85. Graham and rye are in only 
fair demand, at $3.75 per bbl. 
Millers are putting in enough western 


wheat to last for a time after navigation | r 


closes. The object is to save the extra 


cost of railroad freights over those of| p 


transportation on the canal; also to save 
the railroad leakage. The fact that a 
bushel or more of wheat is commonly 
missing in a carload received by rail and 
is not made good, while on the canal all 
losses are filled, makes it of more than a 
little importance to the millers to put in 
an extra supply now. As a consequence, 
the Whitney elevator is fast filling up, as 

are the storage rooms in the mills. Mill- 
ers are unanimous in saying they would 
do anything possible to secure a remedy 
for the leakages above referred to. 
They are the cause of great dissatisfac- 
tion and a much better feeling would re- 
sult from a more business-like plan. 
Last winter Ferguson & Lewis made a 
stand against the present system, by re- 
fusing to pay the grain broker from 
whom they bought a carload of wheat, 
the leakage being somewhat larger than 
usual. An interesting test case was ex- 
pected, but the legal proceedings came to 
an end through the death of the broker, 


leaving practically no estate, so the mill-| p 


ers paid for the grain, rather than have 
any more trouble about the matter. 
Whether anything will be done in this 
direction this winter is not yet certain. 

Street wheat is arriving in trifling 
quantities only, but sufficient for the de- 
mand. Oats sell in a small way. Rye is 
steady, with light offerings. Barley is 
dull, without change. There is little do- 
ing in state corn. Western corn is quiet 
and steady at 48@50c per bu for car lots 
on the track. 

At last the rear wall of the old Clinton 
mill has been torn down. It has stood 
by itself, high in the air, almost exciting 
fear in the passer-by, though there was 
no danger, as, if it fell, it would have 
gone down the river banks or into the 
other ruins,where nobody ever ventured. 
This stone wall was about the last ma- 
terial reminder of the great naphtha ex- 
plosion several years ago. Soon, it is ex- 
pected, not a trace of the ruins will 
be visible, as the new electric lighting 
company is already doing the preliminary 
work for the construction of its plant on 
the site of the mill mentioned and that of 
the Jefferson mill, which was destroyed 
at the same time. Smith & Sherman 
bought the site after the explosion, in 
order to secure additional water power. 
Four water rights were included in the 
purchase, and, tinding that they needsd 
only two of them, the firm sold the other 
two to the new company, together with 
the site. The Frankfort mill, which the 
firm conducts, still has excellent power 
under this arrangement. ‘The terms of 
this purchase are not made public. The 
Jefferson mill, owned by H. Wheeler 
Davis, brought $15,000. 

Wm. H. Duffett, of J. A. Hinds & Co., 
is receiving congratulations all around 
this week on the appearance of a new 
member in his household, making the 
fourth child.

MINNEAPOLIS. 


The Acme shop has two coopers mak- 
ing half barrels at 15c. 

John Dyer has sold his stock in the 
Acme Bbl. Co. to E. F. Carroll. 

The Northwestern shop has been a lit- 
tle short on both heading and hoops. 


The heading firm at St, Croix Falls, 
Wis., will hereafter be knowm as Seery & 
Messer. 

J. W. McKesson, who operates a head- 
ing and oak stave mill at Barron, Wis., 
was in Minneapolis last week, looking up 
trade. 

Five of the six hired coopers lately em- 
ployed by the Sixth Street shop have 
gone to other points, where they were as- 
sured of steady work. 

A.C. Dyer, a member of the Acme Bbl. 
Co., was married on Nov. 13 to Susie 
Armstrong. The groom and bride are 
respectively 72 and 60 years of age. 

The Hennepin Bbl. Co. is in the mar- 
ket to buy a million or two of elm staves, 
provided it can get a price making the 
placing of so large an order an object. 

The Minneapolis Coopsrage Co. is not 
able to get heading quite as fast as it is 
needed, and has to restrict the make of 
patent barrels to some extent in conse- 
quénce. 

Some country shops app3ar to be still 
short on flour barre! heading for imme- 
diate use, and on car lot orders from 
such parties, probably 5c per set can be 
obtained where quick delivery is assured. 


The Mandan (N. D.) Mill Co. is pay- 
ing its coopers 12c straight for making 
barrels by hand from shaved hoops. This 
is about 2c per barrel more than is paid 
on hand work in Minneapolis. The Man- 
dan men are employed steadily. 

One large Minneapolis shop lately con- 
tracted for all the heading it could use 
the coming year, at 45gc per set. While 
this may seem a high price for so long a 
period, the good quality o* the selling 
firm’s "product was considered as off- 
setting the objection. 

The failure of shaved hoops to arrive 
promptly, keeps the Hennepin shop on 
the “ragged edge,” as to supplies, all the 
time. It has not yet been actually forced 
to shut down, though it was brought un- 
comfortably close to that point several 
times. The company has 13 hired coop- 
ers at work, besides its own stockhold- 
ers, and keeps4 men busy on half bar- 
rels. 

Jas. Kennedy, the east side barrel mak- 
er, has just started out to make pork 
barrels and tierces. He now has 4 coop- 
ers at work and will put on 6 more, pay- 
ing 25c and 30c respectively for making. 
This gives the shop 20 coopers, 12 of them 
being employed on flour barrels. Mr. 
Kennedy buys and sells considerable 
flour barrel stock, and is in a position to 
furnish millers stock on short notice, 
guaranteeing the quality. 


J. W. Cirkle & Sons, of Wisconsin, 
have 200 cars of rock elm staves and 
heading, matched, which they offer at 
161gc per set, dalivered in Minneapolis. 
Most of the local shops dislike rock elm, 
on account of its hardness, and are sel- 
dom induced to use it. Cirkle & Sons 
offer it in matched sets, with the idea 
that shops will buy the elm staves in or- 
der to get the heading. Quite a little of 
this stock has been shipped to country 
shops. 

Bruce Odell, of Wabasha, Minn., was 
in town recently, looking up the extent 
of the consumption here of coiled elm 
hoops. He intends to put in a plant at 
Wabasha for the manufacture of sawed 
coiled hoops, and will c»mpete for Min- 
neapolis patroneg>. He went on to Mich- 
igan to gather points relating to the bus- 
iness. Preparatory to entering on the en- 
terprise he has bought 390 acres of tim- 
ber and secured an option on as much 
more. 

Herman Perske, the Anoka cooper, was 








here Tuesday, looking for heading. He| y 


has been short for three or four weeks, 
and has used vp about all he has on 
hand, and, therefore, is in need of some 
that can be delivered at once. He is em- 
ploying 23 coopers, but could give work 
to many more had he plenty of stock. 
His men are paid 12c for making hand 





barrels, from poles. The local freight 
rate on stock, Minneapolis to Anoka, is 
very high, and necessitates the payment 
of low wages. The men are, however, 
given steady work. 

The North Star Bbl. Co. held its an- 
nual meeting Nov. 16. The company’s 
business is reported to have shown up 
quite favorably for the year, it having 
had about all it could do most of the 
time. In the election of officers, W. H. 
Burroughs waschosen president and F. 
L. Batchelder, secretary and treasurer. 
Mr. Burroughe, some months ago, vol- 
untarily resigned the presidency, and the 
members paid him a high compliment by 
re-electing him. Jos. Brombach filled 
the unexpired part of the term, and has 
proven himself a faithful and efficient 
officer. L. Button retires from the di- 
rectory, leaving Jos. Brombach, Nathan- 
iel Haverstock and J. C. Shean ‘the mem- 
bers, additional to the president and 
secretary. Mr. Batchelder has held 
his offices almost as long as the company 
has been organized. 

The shops did the lightest business 
last week that they have done since 
middle of August. The mills did not 
make as much flour as usual, and packed 
a great deal of what they did make in 
sacks. This week, however, barrels seem 
to be in greater demand, and the sales 
will doubtless show a considerable in- 
crease. The make of barrels last week 
was exceptionally large, under the cir- 
cumstances, exceeding the sales by near- 
ly 9,000. From this time on, there is ev- 
ery ‘prospect that the use of barrels will 
be curtailed, as the mills are expected to 
materially reduce their out put as soon as 
lake navigation is closed, and the date 
when that will occur is not far away.

The falling off in the use of barrels verv 
evidently has had the effect of easing off 
the barrel stock market. About every- 
body is now fairly well supplied with 
heading, ‘and it is not possible to get 
prices that prevailed three weeks ago. 
While come dealers still ask around 5c 
per set, it is doubtful if sales could be 
made at a higher figure than 44gc. There 
is, doubtless, considerable yet to arrive, 
that was bargained for while quotations 
were at the top. Oak staves are stead- 
ily growing scarcer. One Wisconsin firm 
has lately solicited orders on newly cut 
oak at 1414c per set, delivery to be made 
considerably later in the winter, after the 
staves have bad a chance to dry. On 
Wisconsin product, asking prices are 14@ 
1414c per set. Some of the Minneapolis 
shops have pretty well used up the elm 
staves they had on hand, and are in the 
market to buy. One of them last week 
bought ten cars of rock elm from a Wis- 
consin firm at llc per set. Other par- 
ties from that state are offering rock elm, 
matched with heading, at 161¢c per set. 
Michigan dealers apvear to be holding 
elm staves at $6.85@7 per.M. One or two 
local shops still have a scant supply of 
shaved hoops, and there is a good deal 
of complaint about dealers wholly fail- 
ing to make good promises as to time of 
delivery. The hoop men claim that they 
are behind on account of an inability to 
get cars, but coopers are somewhat skep- 
tical about accepting this as the true 
reason. They surmise that the hoop 
dealer has, in not a few instances, been 
offered by other coopers a premium for 
immediate delivery, over what he was 
getting on contracts, and that he has not 
been able to withstand the temptation 
to accept. In ths meantime, he has neg- 
lected those with whom he had regular 
contracts. For the week ended Satur- 
day, 43 cars of flour barrel stock were re- 
prted received by the Minneapolis shops. 
Of these, 16 cars were elm staves, 2 oak 
staves, 9 heading, 14 shaved hoops, 2 
coiled elm hoops.

The Amer:can Cooperage Co. has been 
organized at Friars’ Point, Miss., to 
manufacture staves, hoops. veneers and 
lumber.

are the incorporators. Capital stock, 
$100,000. 

The stockholders of Liken Brown & 
Co., incorporated Oct. 26, held a meeting 
at Sebewaing, Mich., Nov. 8, and elected 
J.C. Liken, president; C. F. Bach, vice 
president; G. F. Brown, secretary and 
treasurer; C. W. Liken and Richard 
Martini, directors. The capital stock of 
the company is $50,000, with $35,000 paid 
in.

From our Buffalo letter we take the 
following: “Coopers report that the con- 
tracts for cooperage stock have not yet 
been made, but that they will be made 
about on last year’s basis, particularly as 
they are mostly speculative, not waiting 
for the new stock to be got out. Bass- 
wood is still very scarce, and will remain 
scarce till the new supply comes in. 
Prices are unchanged. Millers are pay- 
ing 35c for flour barrels.” 


Our Milwaukee correspondent reports: 
“The cooperage business at Milwaukee 
is moderately active, and prices of stock 
have undergone nochange of importance. 
Flour barrel poles are quoted at $10@12 
per M for western. Hand-shaved hick- 
ery hoops bring $86.75; hand-shaved 
ash, $5; patent hoops, $7; flour barrels, 
36c; No. 1 elm slack staves, $6.25 per M; 
oak, $7.75; heading, 444c per set; head 
linings, 12 inch, elm, 35c, 18 inch, 40c. 
Manufactures pay 10@10¢c for mak- 
ing barrels by hand and 6c for making 
them by machine, the hand-made being 
in general use.” 

The Northwestern Lumberman of Nov. 
19 says of cooperage at Chicago: There 
has been a sharp decline on tierces and 
pork barrels this week, and demand 
shows a marked falling off. The decline 
is due to light receipts of hogs and the 
disappointment of coopers at not finding 
sales during the week that is usually con- 
sidered one of the best of the year. An 
additional reason was the receipt and 
sale of about 20 cars of barrels made 
from staves thinner than the rules of the 
board of trade allow. Pork barrels are 


quotable at 75@7744c and _ tierces, 
9@924¢c.. Only a few cars of 
staves are coming in, and what 


have arrived sell at about prices 
ruling for several weeks. Demand for 
heading is fair, and recent sales have 
been ataslight advance. Tierce hoops 
are not arriving Fp as freely as some 
coopers desire. ll prices are obtained 
for all stock of first quality. Fiour head- 
ing continues to advance in price and 
sales have been made as high as 7c a 
set. There is considerable inquiry for 
sugar barrel heading, 1914 inch, but man- 
ufacturers have contracted ahead for all 
or more than they can produce. Eastern 
orders are received here for it, but can 
not be filled. There is also good inquiry 
for basswood syrup barrel staves and 
healing, with no stocks on hand. Low 
prices the past few years have resulted 





in decreased manufacture, and the mar- 
ket is now cleaned up, with orders unsat- 
isfied.
